TALLAHASSEE — For the sec- 
cnd month in a row,.a sharp de- 
crease has been noted in worthless 
check cases submitted to the Flor- 
ida Sheriffs Bureau by local law. 
enforcement agencies in the state. 

According to figures released to- 

day by Sheriffs Bureau Director 
Don McLeod, 77 fraudulent check 
cases were submitted to the Bu- 
xXeau's Document Examination 
Section during the month of April. 
This is a decrease of 16 cases froin 
the March total. And unlike March, 
when the value of individual worth- 
less checks increased,” the total 
value of checks in the April cases 
was only $5,414.14, a new low. 
ı Director McLeod attributes the 
season of the year as being the 
primary reason for the decrease in 
worthless check cases. 

“National figures show the worst 
months. for the passing of bad 
checks as being October, Novem- 
ber and December,” stated the 
Sheriffs Bureau director.

|1959 Changes In 
pac Law 


TALLAHASSEE — It will be 
necessary for Florida - employers 
who pay the Unemployment Com- 
pénsation tax`to repòrt the weeks 
of work of each employee under 
law changes made by the 1959 
Legislature. 
|. The amendments increased max- 
imum jobless benefits ffom $30 for 
16 weeks to $33 for 25 weeks. But 
they also make the qualifying re- 
quirements in. Florida the most 
stringent of any state. Minimum 
worker earnings required in a “base 
period” are increased from the 
present $200 to $400 and .workers 
must average not less than $20 per 
week for at least 20 weeks to qual- 
ify on becoming involuntarily un- 
employed. There’ was no previous 
requirement on number of weeks 
worked. 

State industrial Commission 
Cairman James T. Vocelle said that 
“It is highly important that every 
employer in the State liable for the 
Unemployment Tax know of the 
law change requiring reporting of 
weeks each employee works. This 
has not’ been required previously, 
as only wages paid workers had to 
be reported. Both wages paid and 


reported, beginning with the quart- 
er which ends June 30 this year, 
reports of which are due in July.” 

“This means all employers will 
have to show for the report period 
beginning with this past April, the 
number of weeks in which each 
workei\ has worked,” Vocelle notes. 
“Work ìn one day in a week con- 
stitutes à week worked under the 
law,” he adds. 

Vocelle said that the cooperation 
of employer is essential to carry- 


changes “to tighten up unemploy- 
ment insurance so that anyone who 
has not shown genuine attachment 
to the labor market, by haying 
worked at least 20 weeks in his base 
eligibility period, can no longer 
aUalify.” 

State Unemployment Insurance 
Director C. M.. Mann said all liable 
employers will be mailed the reg- 
ular reporting forms the last week 
in June on which. the additional 
pess of weeks worked must be: re- 
ported.
